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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the previously filed After Final dated 01/17/06 
contains amendments to the claims, which represent a change of scope. In the After Final dated 02/14/06, the Applicant is arguing that 
the amendment made to the claims submitted in the previous after final were merely "editorial changes" and do not require further search 
and consideration. The Applicant also presents a press release that contains a comment regarding the filing of continuations and how 
this continuations are usually filed for minor changes and that the filing of RCE wastes examiner time. IN response, the Examiner 
maintains his position.
